Planting Suggestions for Clematis 


The ideal location is where they will get at least 5 to 6. hours of sunlight 
a day. Plant in good, rich. well drainec garden soil, with the crown 2 to 3 
inches below the surface. Spread roots well, working soil between them, and 
firm well. A little fertilizer and lime worked into the top soil once or twice 
during the season is most beneficial, as is a summer mulch of peat moss. 
Keep well watered in dry periods. Be sure to tie the top to a stake or sup- 
port, as Clematis do not like to have their tops and leaves on the ground.

Any good growing soil is excellent. Spade deeply and work 
& down well, as you would for a garden crop. Keep shrubs 20 to 
| 25 inches away from ihe foundation. Set deeply and firmly, the 
larger growing types 24 io 36 inches apart, with dwarf varieties 
_ 12 to 18 inches apart. Trim back the tops to insure quicker, bet- 
ter growth, then keep them cultivated the first year or two, wa- 
_ tering them in the evening during dry spells. After the first year 
they will require little care other than any annua! pruning you 
may wish to give them.

For Raspberries 


Plant in good growing soil, and for distance apart .to plant 
see table below.

PLANTING HEDGES 


Dig one side of the trench straight and plant against 
it to get a straight hedge. 


Dig trench twelve inches deep or more, to receive 
the roots without crowding, and set the plants deep 
enough so that the lower branches will be slightly 
covered with the earth when filled in. Pack good gar- 
den soil firmly around the roots, leaving a thin layer 
of loose earth at the surface to prevent baking. Prune 
tops severely to insure compact and even growth. 


How to Grow Perennials 


Plant in qood, rich, well drained ground that has been pre- 
pared the same as you would for any garden crop. The draw- 
ing above shows the proper depth for the various types of 
perennials, No. 1, such as the Iris, should be planted with the 
main root just below the surface of the ground, No. 2, such as 
the Peonies, should be planted with the eyes or buds not more 
than 2 inches below the surtace. No. 3, the fibrous-rooted type, 
should be planted with the crown just even with the ground 
level, not below. Ne. 4, such as the Hollyhock, Lupine and Hi- 
biscus, should be planted: with the bud just below the surface, 
and the root tuber extending straight down. Set the low and 
medium growing perennials 8 to 12 inches apart, the taller ones 
18 to 24 inches apart. The more shallow cultivation you give 
them with the hoe, the better they will be and the more attrac- 
tive your garden. During dry periods they should be given 
plenty of moisture, especially until well established. A light 
covering of straw, leaves or other coarse litter placed over the 
bed in late fall when the ground is frozen 2 inches down, will 
insure safety, and do not uncover too early in the spring. 


Heeling-In Trees and Shrubs 
Temporary Planting 


It is always best to plant at once if possible. If, however, 
weather or other conditions prevent, then shade trees, fruit 
trees, shrubs, roses and berry plants (except strawberries) 
should be “‘heeled-in’’. Dig trench wide and deep enough to 
hold the roots without crowding, lifting the earth from the 
trench to form a bank.

All Roses flourish best when planted in good, rich, well-drained soil in an 
open sunny location, but sheltered from north winds. They should be in beds 
or borders by themselves where roots of neighboring trees or shrubs will not 
penetrate or rob the soil. Make the hole deep (10 to 12 inches) and be.sure 
that the plant is set low enough so that the bud union (graft) is about 1] 
inch below the surface of the goond: As you take each plant from the pack- 
ing, soak the roots for several hours in water, or better yet dip them for a 
minute in a Ra-Pid-Gro solution, then plant as above recommended, 18 inches 
apart. Roots should be spread out naturally, the soil pressed very firmly 
around them, then water thoroughly. Prune back tops to within 4 to 6 inches 
of the ground when planting, and cover entire’ plant with earth to prevent 
drying of wood and buds, earth protection to be gradually removed after the 
buds begin to grow. Good cultivation and thorough watering during dry 

eriods are essential to success. In early summer before the weather becomes 

ot, it is well to cover the bed with two inches of Neutral Peat (offered on 
page mae After roses are in leaf, dust regularly with Ferris’ Rose Dust, offered 
at right. 

The Climbing Roses are quite hardy, but require winter protection in places 
of zero temperatures. Lay down the canes in late fall and cover with earth 
and straw, or wrap in straw and burlap then mulch with six inches of straw 
or leaves after the: ground has frozen. Everblooming Climbers must be well 
protected. The Hybrid Teas, Polyantha and Floribunda Roses must have win- 
ter protection, especially in the North. After a sharp frost, but before severe 
freezing weather, mound earth over and around each plant for a distance of 
8 to 10 inches, then when the ground is frozen down about 2 inches cover 
around the mounds and over them with 6 to 12 jnches of leaves, straw or 
shredded cornstalks, held down with boards. 

Each spring as the Hybrid Teas are uncovered, the plants should be 
trimmed of all wood injured during the winter months. Rugosa Roses will re- 

uire little annual pruning except to keep them to the size desired. Climbing 

oses, when once established, should have no trimming whatever in early 
spring except to prune out any dead wood. Any extensive trimming to Climb- 
ers, that you find necessary, should be done immediately following the bloom- 
ing period.
